A summer-long engagement pro¬ 
gramme by Epsom and St Helier 
Hospital Trust has found support 
for creating a new acute care unit 
to replace the services at both 
hospitals. 

“Epsom and St Helier 2020- 
2030” set out the trust’s case for 
moving acute care to one of Ep¬ 
som Hospital, St Helier Hospital 
or the Royal Marsden in Sutton. 

Trust chief executive Daniel 
Elkeles said: “It feels like a really 
important moment in securing 
our future. The thing that I think 
is really exciting is we are want¬ 
ing to secure one of the biggest in¬ 
vestments in the NHS - between 
£377million and £444million.” 

The services in question com¬ 
prise 15 per cent of all patient 
contacts, and include the major 
part of accident and emergency 
(patients who are unwell and need 
complex clinical assessment and 
procedures like resuscitation), in¬ 
patient paediatrics (children who 
stay in hospital overnight), birth 
services and complex emergency 
medicine (such as high-dependen- 
cy care and coronary care). 

Mr Elkeles said: “We just can’t 
carry on as we are. Over the 
years, Epsom and St Helier will 
offer fewer and fewer services 
because we won’t be able to fund 


them.” 

The new plans would be ex¬ 
pected to save the trust between 
£36million and £45million. 

Of the 1,059 questionnaires 
completed during the 13-week 
process, 79.8 per cent of respond¬ 
ents agreed with the trust that 
a single 500-bed specialist site 
would best serve patients. 

Issues people raised includ¬ 
ed transport - concerns about 
distance, parking, accessibil¬ 
ity, traffic and public transport, 
deprivation - the impact on el¬ 
derly, frail and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple, people with less income and 
families, and the impact changes 
would have on other hospitals, 
including St George’s in Toot¬ 
ing and Croydon University 
Hospital. 

But Dave Ash from the Keep 
Our St Helier Hospital campaign 
group claims this will mean ser¬ 
vices will be made worse, and 
will even lead to people dying. 

He said: “The problem is that 
a lot of people came away from 
meetings thinking they were ei¬ 
ther getting a new hospital or an 
additional facility 

But acute care services are, in 
reality, being removed from one 
of or both Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals. One problem is that it 
would mean most people would 
have further to travel. 

A second is that it would con¬ 
stitute a reduction of one in 
three acute beds. In our area, 
it’s already way below what we 


need. It’s going to lead to people los¬ 
ing their lives.” 

Mr Ash’s claim about acute bed re¬ 
ductions comes from a 2015 Freedom 
of Information request that the trust 
responded to, which states it had 759 
acute beds in 2014. 

Mr Elkeles said the 2014 figure 
used a general definition of “acute”, 
and did not properly reflect the ser¬ 
vices to be offered in the new facility. 

There are currently 1,048 beds 
across the trust, and proposals in¬ 


clude between 992 and 1,026 beds. 

“Following the engagement pro¬ 
gramme, the trust has published its 
Strategic Outline Case (SOC), claim¬ 
ing “it is unlikely the trust will be 
able to deliver clinical standards by 
providing care to its sickest patients 
across two acute sites”. 

The board will now discuss wheth¬ 
er to approve the SOC and submit it 
to NHS Improvement, with a view to 
putting the proposals into a formal 
consultation in the future.

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Lambert’s Orchard in Horton Country Park, Epsom 

Rare mushroom discovered in park 


What is yellow, smells of pineapples and 
grows exclusively on ancient apple trees? 
An incredibly rare mushroom called 
‘Orchard Toouthcrust’. 

In 50 years there have been just 32 
recorded sightings of the Orchard 
Toothcrust (Sarcodontia crocea) fungus 
in the UK. The most recent discovery was 
made by The Orchard Project in a 100- 
year-old orchard in Lambert’s Orchard in 
Horton Country Park, Epsom. 

Orchard restoration project manager, 
Stephanie Irvine said: “We are thrilled 
to have found this rare fungus in two 
community orchards we are restoring. It 
goes to show how precious old orchards 


are for biodiversity, and how important it 
is to conserve them.” 

Orchard Toothcrust is particularly rare 
because it only lives on very old apple 
trees and is under threat due to the 
massive decline in historic orchards. 

The National Trust estimates that 60 per 
cent of England’s traditional orchards 
have disappeared since the 1950s, and 
London has lost 98% of its orchards in 
the last 100 years. The fungus is one of 
the species targeted by the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Kew’s ‘Lost and Found Fungi 
project’, which is encouraging people to 
look for and record endangered species 
of fungi.

Superstore to be built in Upper High Street

Lidl’s proposals for a new 
supermarket in Upper High 
Street in Epsom have been 
approved by the council. 

Plans were informally an¬ 
nounced in April 2016, and 
this marks the final step in 
the application process, and 
work can now begin on the 
multi-million pound develop¬ 
ment. 

The site will comprise a 
2,844 square metre store and 
30 flats above, with parking 
for residents and shoppers. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
and Ewell Council said: “The 
council is really pleased that 
the brown field site in Upper 
High Street will come back 
into use after several years 
empty, following the closure 
of a previous retailer. 

“The location of the new 
store, between the upper high 
street car park and other re¬ 


tail offers, will increase the 
numbers visiting that part 
of the town centre, while not 
impacting negatively on the 
surrounding infrastructure. 
The addition of much needed 
housing in central Epsom is 
also most welcome.” 

The supermarket will have 
a bakery, a fully glass-fronted 
fagade with sensor-controlled 
blinds to mitigate heat from 
the sun and long tills. 

Lidl UK’s regional head 
of property, Chris Young- 
Wootton, said: “We could not 
be more delighted to have re¬ 


ceived planning permission, 
and look forward to getting 
started on construction. I’d 
like to take this opportunity 
to thank the local community 
for their continued support, 
and very much look forward 
to opening our doors and 
offering our fresh, quality, 
great value products in the 
not too distant future.”

War memories 
brought to book

When a Reigate woman was 
asked by her granddaughter 
about her experiences during 
the Second World War for a 
school project, she decided to 
write her account down. 

Brenda Howlett-Nye soon 
found herself inspired to write 
her first book, after realising 
she had so many memories 
to share. With Remembrance 
Day approaching, she has spo¬ 
ken about the war from her 
perspective. 

She said: “When war broke 
out in September 19391 was six 
years old and on holiday with 
my parents and sister in St An¬ 
drew’s, Scotland. As the news 
unfolded we travelled back 
home a few days early to Rei¬ 
gate. Food rationing quickly 
came into place and my father 
had to dig an air raid shelter 
beneath the garage. 

“During 1940-41, as the Blitz 
started and bombs were drop¬ 
ping all around, my father 
decided that I, along with 
my mother and sister should 



be evacuated and stay with 
family members in Scotland, 
which we did, travelling up 
there on the Flying Scotsman. 

“My mother told me that 
Hitler liked Scottish people. I 
believed my mother when she 
said Hitler liked Scottish peo¬ 
ple. It gave us the security of 
thinking that if the Germans 
invaded we’d be safe in Scot¬ 
land. By the end of 1941 the 
bombing had eased off a little 
and the threat of invasion had 
receded, so my father thought 
it was safe for us to move 
home.” Two years later, when 
doodlebugs were falling on the 
south of England, her parents 
decided it was safer for her 


and her sister to be evacuated, 
and they were sent to Wales. 

She said: “After arriving at 
Bridgend, I was herded into 
a hall and ordered to strip so 
I could be examined for fleas 
and lice because the children 
from the London Blitz before 
us, had been living in shelters 
and shocking conditions. They 
were alive with them. 

“Living through a war was 
terrifying as a child, and being 
sent away to complete stran¬ 
gers at such a young age was 
unnerving, as we only saw my 
parents once when they came 
to visit during our evacua¬ 
tion to Wales. There’s no 
doubt that the war affected a 
whole generation of children. 
We are getting on in life now, 
which makes it all the more 
important to remember the 
experiences we went through, 
and the sacrifices made by our 
armed forces as they fought 
the Nazis. No-one should have 
to experience the destruction 
and upheaval that war creates. 
I urge people to think of the 
fallen from all wars this Sun¬ 
day at 11am.”

While at the centre, she met children 
affected by brain injury, including eight- 
year-old Jasmine, who was left unable 
to move independently after a road 
accident. 

After the injury, Jasmine could not speak 
and had to be fed through a tube, but 
after four months of rehabilitation she 
was walking, talking and excited to see

her friends again.

South Western Railway is 
asking for the public’s views 
on its proposed changes to 
the timetable. 

The consultation, open un¬ 
til December 22, concerns the 
schedule that will come into 
effect on December 9,2018. 

A new timetable to replace 
the current one will come 
into effect on December 9 this 
year, but the operator’s pro¬ 
posals would mean a large 
increase in services into Lon¬ 
don. 

The service from Leather- 
head through Epsom, Ewell 
West, Stoneleigh, Worcester 
Park and onto other stations 
including Clapham Junction, 
Vauxhall and Waterloo would 
run every 15 minutes. 

The service from Dorking 
through Epsom, Worcester 
Park and onto London would 
run every half an hour. 


New train operator 

South Western Railway took 
over the franchise from South 
West Trains in August this year. 
Between now and 2024, it will 
invest more than £1.2 billion on 
new and refurbished trains, 
station improvement projects 
and simplifying tickets. 


South Western Railway 
managing director Andy Mel- 
lors said: “As part of our bid 
we promised new and better 
trains, more seats, improved 


service frequencies and 
quicker journey times. 

“It is really important that

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Waste management service 
has deteriorated over time 


Last week, I attended the 
Sustainable Communities 
Overview and Scrutiny Panel 
meeting at Merton Council to 
scrutinise Merton Labour’s new 
waste management and street 
cleaning contract with private 
company Veolia, which has 
adversely affected many 
residents across Merton. 

I left the meeting rather 
disillusioned, feeling nothing was 
achieved. I fear the appalling 
waste management service in 
Merton will continue. 

Dirty streets, rubbish bags 
scattered, litter bins overflowing 
and fly-tipping left for days, not to 
mention dirty nappies and dog 
mess. 

Prior to the formal 
commencement of the Veolia 
contract on 1 April 2017, Merton 
Labour were continuously 
endorsing their “excellent 
services”. The contract covers an 
eight year period, with the option 
of another two extended 
contracts, which equates to a 24 
year contract. 

The waste management service 
has deteriorated across Merton as 
a result of Labour’s new contract 
and Merton is embarrassingly 
now well known as ‘Mucky 
Merton’. I am incredibly 
ashamed this should be allowed 
in Wimbledon, the world’s famous 
place known for hosting yearly 
Wimbledon Championships. 

About a fortnight prior to the 
above meeting, the Chair sent out 
an open invitation to the public, 
asking for residents to “attend the 
panel”. I responded a few days 
later saying “I would be happy to 
represent South Wimbledon and 
speak out about what we’ve 
experienced.” Unfortunately, the 
Chair never replied back. 

This was brought to my fellow 
Conservatives’ attention at the 
Council and was raised with the 
Council’s Chief Legal Officer. In 
fact, one of the Conservative 
councillors, not on the panel, and 
I were banned from speaking at 
the meeting. The Chair’s 
argument was to hear from 


residents groups and businesses 
only and not individuals with a 
political angle. The fact is 
everyone has a political view, 
regardless of what they do. It was 
meant to be a ‘cross-party 
scrutiny panel’. So, what 
happened to democracy? 

I am astonished that the Chair 
couldn’t see me as one of her 
residents first, then politics 
second. She is in fact a Labour 
Councillor of my ward, Abbey 
whilst I am a Conservative 
candidate for the same ward in 
May 2018. As a chair of a cross¬ 
party scrutiny panel, she ought to 
act even handedly in these 
matters, including to councillors 
and candidates from other 
groups. A good politician should 
respect and listen to the 
Opposition. That’s my belief. 

I felt the meeting was very 
‘unbalanced’ from a political 
view. Both Veolia and the 
Labour’s spokesman for Street 
Cleanliness were questioned. Yet 
they both got away lightly when 
the Labour panel members 
agreed to give them another six 
months to improve before 
appearing at another scrutiny 
meeting. No doubt, this will be 
held in April and then Labour 
will use them as a campaign issue 
in May 2018 election. 

Also, I noticed at the meeting, 
the Conservative and one 
Independent panellists were very 
frustrated as they were not 
allowed to ask enough questions. 
Yes, Veolia did apologise and 
admitted there has been 
mistakes, but they should have 
used their first six months to 
sweep out their mistakes. No 
other solutions were suggested 
and the Labour Council never 
apologised to residents at the 
meeting. 

The Labour Council, as the 
employer of Veolia and 
representing the Merton 
residents must take their share of 
the blame. They are slow at 
responding to the residents’ 
requests, some cases not dealt 
with until three weeks later. One 


example I was shown by a 
resident involved graffiti on a 
property wall that was reported 
last June and nothing was done 
for three months, before it then 
had to be reported directly to the 
Cabinet Member for Street 
Cleanliness. He needs to be more 
‘ruthless’ and ‘sharp-eyed’ with 
Veolia. If this was a City firm, no 
doubt Veolia would have been 
fired by now. 

The residents and the 
Opposition shouldn’t have to 
spend ‘hours’ taking photos and 
reporting problems to the 
Council. Instead, they are law 
abiding people, paying council 
taxes and the Council should be 
providing this basic service. 

Sadly, they’re not up to the job and 
they are wasting our council tax 
money. 

We should also recall the 
Labour Council broke their 2014 
manifesto promise to maintain 
weekly rubbish collections, after 
the announcement that 
household waste would only be 
collected fortnightly following the 
introduction of wheelie bins in 
October 2018. Many residents in 
Abbey are totally against the 
idea, but as usual, Labour think 
they know best and ignore their 
residents’ objections. 

This means three wheelie bins 
for every household, taking up 
more space and obviously would 
be an eyesore. I honestly cannot 
see this as a cost saving scheme, 
and how much are the Council 
proposing to spend on the wheelie 
bins? 

More waste of council tax 
money. Imagine driving through 
your road, seeing wheelie-bins 
everywhere? Not very attractive, 
is it? 

Potentially, there might be a 
knock-on effect with wheelie bins 
when full. This will of course 
encourage people to dump 
rubbish next to the public bins, 
bearing in mind, half of the time 
the public bins are completely 
full. Hence, causing a second 
knock-on effect, fly-tipping. 

Public bins encourages people to 


fly-tip all sorts of rubbish, 
ranging from abandoned old sofas 
to fridges, which I have seen on 
Kingston Road multiple times. 

Having demonstrated the 
above, I was very disappointed by 
being denied the chance to speak 
out about what I have 
experienced. Day after day, night 
after night without fail, I see 
rubbish everywhere. This is 
constantly reported on social 
media, sadly sometimes an attack 
directly to the Labour Council, 
but who can blame the residents? 

Why should they put up with 
it? It makes life unbearable to see 
rubbish everywhere and I quote 
one resident’s comment recently 
posted on social media, “Mitcham 
is a disgrace. Impossible to walk 
anywhere without feeling utterly 
depressed”. Another quotation 
from a local business: “After ten 
positive years with Merton 
Council commercial waste, I had 
to cancel Veolia after two short 
months. Not fit for purpose.” 

To sum this up, Labour Merton 
Council have failed in their duty, 
lost the battle on waste and they 
are full of nothing but talk and 
broken promises. Residents have 
had enough of their excuses. 

They do not have a clue how to 
implement different strategies to 
deal with waste management. 
Awarding the contract to Veolia 
was probably one of the costliest 
mistakes they ever made, 
deteriorating to ‘Mucky Merton’. 
Also don’t forget they broke their 
2014 manifesto promise to protect 
weekly bin collections. 

They lied to us. Now they’re 
endorsing a costly wheelie bin 
scheme with fortnightly 
collections across Merton. 

Only the Conservatives with 
common sense, will put a stop to 
this ridiculous proposal. 

Labour isn’t working. 

They have had their time. It’s 
time for a Blue Merton in May 
2018.

Fight for free speech and don’t bow to pressure 


Everyone’s a reporter these days. 
Social media dominates our 
lives and anything can be posted 
worldwide in a moment. But does 
this mean news is more open, 
transparent and fair? 

Sadly, I fear the mass appeal 
and invasiveness of social media 
seriously threatens that most 
precious of things - free speech. 

Everyone has a right to hold 
any view and to express it - no 
matter how abhorrent to anyone 
else. There are, of course, laws 
which serve to restrict certain 
practices - inciting racial hatred, 
for example. 

However, unless a person 
breaks the law they must be free 
to say whatever they like. 

Sadly some people are 
outrageously foul and unpleasant

on social media simply to cause 
a reaction. But my issue lies with 
the bully boy tactics employed 
by groups on Facebook, and 
particularly Twitter, who ride 
roughshod over others. 

One recent example involved 
a pseudonymous ‘Harry Bell’ 
column published in the Kentish 
Gazette. Now, you or I may 
disagree vehemently with its 
contents or even find it abhorrent. 
The column discussed the case 
of convict Jessica Winfield, who 
underwent gender reassignment 
surgery while in prison after 
being sentenced in 1995 for a 


double rape, while living as a 
man named Martin Ponting. The 
column then described a “very 
obvious transperson” as a “bloke 
with a feminine haircut who wears 
women’s clothing”. Find the 
column online and make up your 
own mind. This perfectly legal 
column became the subject of an 
online social media campaign in 
which a group then targeted The 
Gazette. The newspaper chose 
to publish an extensive apology. 
The company has suspended 
the reporter and editor. This is 
just one example where I argue 
a response on social media led 
to a complete over-reaction and 
threatens free speech. I could cite 
many more. 

There are opinions I could 
espouse in this very column, 


perfectly legally, but if I did my 
company could be left with no 
choice but to remove me from 
my position. You can probably 
guess what they are and I, 
understandably, am reticent 
to go into detail. However, I 
will say that if I made certain 
negative comments regarding

Ed Byrne has been an acclaimed stand-up with 
audiences and critics alike for 20 years now. 

His success with shows such as the Roaring 
Forties, Different Class and the 1998 Perrier- 
nominated A Night At The Opera led to him appearing 
on the box in the diverse likes of Mock The Week, 
Father Ted and The One Show and All Star Mr & Mrs, 
while his love of hillwalking resulted in him writing a 
regular column for The Great Outdoors magazine. 

In fact, his love of natural history has crossed into 
television with appearances on The One Show 
(abseiling in Snowdonia), Countryfile (climbing Sgurr 
Dearg, the ‘inaccessible pinnacle’ on Skye) and 
presenting items on Volcano Live (BBC). 

The Irish comic is firmly of a belief that the current 
breed of parents spoil their kids rotten whether it’s to 
do with the ever-increasing size of garden trampolines, 
or his own kids’ demand for elderflower cordial. 

“My dad wasn’t a bad dad, he was just a 1970s dad. 
I could never see my children ever again from this 
moment on, and I’ve already done more parenting than 
he did in my entire life. But, I made a conscious 
decision that I was going to be an awesome dad.” 

In Spoiler Alert, Ed compares and contrasts the 
old-school child-rearing days with 21 st century 
methods and suggests that there are different ways to 
learn how to be a mum or dad. 

“I grew up in what I would call an aspirational 
household in that my parents bettered themselves over 
the course of my childhood. My mother was a 
radiographer and ended up a lecturer in radiography, 
while my dad was a sheet metal worker and went up to 
a supervisory role. I’d still say that you are expected to 
do a lot more parenting than our parents did and that’s 
a weird thing because you tend to think that your 
parents are where you learned parenting from. But you 
don’t, really, it’s more that you look around you to see 
what’s going on with other parents.” 

As well as stories about his two young sons, Ed 


weaves in routines about running out of petrol in the 
most awkward place imaginable, helping rescue an 
injured man in the Cairngorms, and the nation-dividing 
campaign and result of the EU referendum. His way of 
tackling Brexit is to draw an analogy with the time his 
son was determined to touch an electric fence with his 
dad trying to warn him of the dangers. 

“I was telling the story of the electric fence for a 
while, and then suddenly it struck me that it was Brexit 
in microcosm. The government told you not to do this 
and that it would be a terrible idea, but you said ‘no, we 
want to do it anyway’. So now we’re doing it and it’s 
proving a terrible idea.” 

Spoiler Alert also continues a theme that he’s 
tackled in previous shows, that of his gradual shift from 
being a working-class Dubliner to a fully paid-up ruraF 
residing member of the middle classes. 

Where once he would do routines slating 4x4 
owners, he is now the proud(ish) owner of such a 
vehicle. And in the poster for his tour, he brandishes 
other signifiers of social mobility: a bowtie and 
chainsaw. “It’s one of two I own: that one is the smaller 
of the two,” Ed remarks of his chainsaw rather than his 
neckwear. 

“I use it for firewood, both for my wood burning 
stove and also for the barbecue. The first time I used 
one I was fine, though I think it worried my parents that 
I had bought a chainsaw.” 

Having premiered Spoiler Alert at the Edinburgh 
Fringe and used the month of August to hone the 
show, it is fully ready to go. “On the first leg of the tour 
I’ll do about an hour and 15 minutes, plus I’ll have a 
support act. I keep a tour diary now of places where 
the curries are disappointing and where they are good 
and where audiences have been good before.” 

With such an extensive series of dates ahead, Ed 
Byrne will be coming to a town near you soon. Go and 
spoil yourself.

INGRID GOES WEST (15): Matt Spicer’s dark and 
disconcerting comedy drama is a delicious caution¬ 
ary tale about tech-sawy generations, whose fragile 
sense of self-worth is determined by connections on 
social media. As the eponymous heroine of Ingrid 
Goes West observes: “If you don’t have anyone to 
share things with, what’s the point of living?” Squirm- 
inducing social awkwardness takes a selfie with jet 
black humour in a script, co-written by David Branson 
Smith, which straps us in - ready or not - for a roller¬ 
coaster ride through the twisted psyche of a twenty¬ 
something loner (Aubrey Plaza), who stalks the object 
of her online obsession (Elizabeth Olsen). Spicer em¬ 
ploys the idealised filters of his central character’s 
online world to lure us into the quicksand of her ach¬ 
ing loneliness. Plaza is blisteringly funny and horribly 
pathetic. Like, share, face screaming in fear emoji. 
FILM STARS DON’T DIE IN LIVERPOOL (15): 
Based on a true story, director Paul McGuigan’s 
handsomely mounted drama charts a star-crossed 
romance across class and cultural divides, conduct¬ 
ed in the shadow of terminal illness. While the steady 
decline of one half of this contemporary Romeo and 
Juliet coughs and splutters through tear-stained cli¬ 
ches, the on-screen chemistry of Annette Bening and 
Jamie Bell illuminates every frame of Film Stars Don’t 
Die In Liverpool. They are a dynamic and instantly 
lovable double-act, stoking enough sexual tension to 
melt celluloid in the groovy opening scene of their 
courtship: an energetic hustle to the Saturday Night 
Fever soundtrack. The image of Bell jiving kindles 
fond memories of his breakout role as Billy Elliot. Be¬ 
ning employs a deft mixture of fizzing charm, naivete 
and mournful regret to portray screen siren Gloria 
Grahame, who is acutely aware of her power over the 
opposite sex. We’re similarly seduced. 

THE FLORIDA PROJECT (15): Writer-director Sean 
Baker remains defiantly on the frayed fringe of society 
for The Florida Project, an exuberant portrait of fami¬ 
lies living hand-to-mouth in the shadow of the fairytale 
sparkle of Walt Disney World. His script, co-written 


by Chris Bergoch, unfolds over one lazy summer and 
is anchored by searing performances from newcom¬ 
ers Bria Vinaite and Brooklynn Prince as a mother 
and daughter, who will do anything (including cheat 
and steal) to keep a roof over their heads. There are 
certainly grim moments including a suspected pae¬ 
dophile approaching children beside a highway and 
an intervention by social services that threatens to 
culminate in tragedy. Yet with each body blow, the 
film softens the impact with earthy humour and hu¬ 
manity, exposing chinks of vulnerability beneath the 
potty-mouthed characters’ steely facades. Conversa¬ 
tions between the children feel spontaneous - “I wish 
they made forks out of candy then you could eat the 
fork after your meal!” - and Baker draws on the garish 
signage and sweet shop colours of Orlando to create 
a playground for his pre-teen protagonists. 
PADDINGTON 2 (PG): The bare necessities of a ful¬ 
filling life will come to you if you follow Paul King’s 
unabashedly sweet, wholesome and crowd-pleasing 
sequel. Paddington 2 is a lip-smacking, tear-jerking 
delight for audiences of all ages, which promotes 
compassion and understanding as the foundations 
of a truly great Britain. It’s a resolutely old-fashioned 
message of hope and community spirit, and a nimble 
script co-written by Simon Farnaby never deviates 
from trumpeting the central character’s unerring op¬ 
timism in an era of paranoia and selfish desires. The 
pantomime villain this time is a scheming theatrical 
ham, played to the comic hilt by Hugh Grant, who 
dons a wimple and knight’s armour to steal hidden 
treasure that should have been claimed by an ances¬ 
tor. Colourful production design is almost as vivid as 
the performances and Whishaw’s warm, soothing vo¬ 
cal performance tugs our heartstrings. King’s fleet- 
footed sequel delivers with a marmalade-smeared 
flourish. 

ONLY THE BRAVE (12A): When the going gets tough, 
the tough stick together in Joseph Kosinski’s flame- 
scorched drama, based on the true story of the Gran¬ 
ite Mountain Hotshots, who lost their lives as they 


battled a deadly 2013 wildfire in Arizona. Only The 
Brave wears its patriotic heart on its Stars & Stripes- 
emblazoned sleeve but also contrives engaging hu¬ 
man drive away from the inferno. Admittedly, Kosin¬ 
ski’s film is over-long and would benefit from some 
brisk cuts to a sagging middle hour before the fateful 
wall of flames roars towards Yarnell, north-west of 
Phoenix. However, screenwriters Ken Nolan and Eric 
Warren Singer are determined to forsake dramatic 
expediency to honour the memories of the fallen 19 
firefighters, including archive photographs over the 
end credits accompanied by a mournful country 
song, Hold The Light by Dierks Bentley. Impressive 
special effects bring the wildfires to life but it’s an 
ensemble cast of award winners who effectively turn 
up the heat, led by Josh Brolin as the risk-taking crew 
chief and Miles Teller as his self-destructive new re¬ 
cruit, who threatens to become the weak link in the 
Hotshots’ armour. 

MURDER ON THE ORIENT EXPRESS (12A): The lit¬ 


tle grey cells of moustachioed sleuth Hercule Poirot 
(Kenneth Branagh) - and cinema audiences unfamil¬ 
iar with Agatha Christie’s fiendish 1934 novel - are 
rigorously tested in a handsome reimagining of the 
snowbound murder mystery. Lovingly shot on 65mm 
celluloid to capture the splendour of the opulent pro¬ 
duction design, this beautifully tailored Murder On 
The Orient Express welcomes a first-class passen¬ 
ger list of Oscar winners and nominees from both 
sides of the Atlantic. Screenwriter Michael Green 
couples himself to Christie’s plot, which is precision 
engineered to achieve a full head of steam before a 
satisfying final twist that challenges Poirot’s assertion: 
“There is right, there is wrong - nothing in between.” 
Director Branagh shoots inside a movable locomo¬ 
tive and four carriages, built from scratch to allow 
his camera to glide in seemingly impossible direc¬ 
tions. By opening up the central location, the film 
sacrifices claustrophobia and tension at the altar of 
directorial brio.

It might not do things as big as Sony and Microsoft, or 
as well as its rivals in some cases, but you’ve got to love 
Nintendo. It’s still got the knack for producing the most in¬ 
genious and innovative consoles combined with some of 
the weirdest but most delightful games. 

Released earlier this year, the Switch is its latest triumph, 
making it a cert to be top of many Christmas lists and in a 
lot of living rooms come December 25. 

The brilliance of the Switch has a lot to do with its ver¬ 
satility, as it’s a mix of a TV console, tablet and handheld 
device all in one. 

As it did with the Wii’s motion controllers and the Wii U’s 
second-screen GamePad, Nintendo has created an expe¬ 
rience that’s different to what else is out there. 

If you want to use the Switch as a conventional games 
console, you simply put it in its dock and then it displays 
on your TV screen up to 1080p with all the glorious colour 
and cuteness that are hallmarks of any Nintendo product. 

Or if you want to play on the go, you simply lift the Switch 
out of its dock and it instantly switches to handheld mode. 
If you’re heading out somewhere or someone else wants 
to use the TV, there need not be any interruption to your 
gaming. Switch games are Switch games and you don’t 
need two pieces of hardware or two different versions of 
software to enjoy them. 

The resolution drops to 720p on the device’s 6.2- 
inch touchscreen when it’s out of your dock but this isn’t 
noticeable and everything still looks sharp and vibrant. 

The Switch slides into a decent sized pocket or can 
easily be tucked into a bag for convenient gaming on the 
move. Tabletop is the third mode, allowing you to the prop 
the machine up on its kickstand and get down to some 
semi-portable play as you might on a tablet or mobile. 

Being able to switch (I see what they did there) so seam¬ 
lessly from a TV console to a handheld device really is the 
best of both worlds. 

The adaptability extends further still with the Joy-Cons, 
the mini controllers which the Switch comes with, which 
can also used in several different ways. 

One held in each hand, these can be used in ways 
that go beyond the standard button-pushing or joystick 
moving, such as swinging to punch or tilting to aim. 

Alternatively, they can be plugged into a grip to 
become more of a regular controller. And in games in¬ 
volving two or more people, the Joy-Cons can be shared 
around so each player uses one as an individual controller. 

When you’re playing in handheld mode, you simply se¬ 
curely slide the Joy-Cons on to the side of the console and 
away you go. The Switch is light and ergonomic enough 
that you can comfortably hold it for periods of play while 
you’re at home or out and about. 


The battery provides about 2.5 to three hours of use 
when playing a high-end game on a fully charged Switch, 
so that should do for the daily commute. 

Detached from the console, the Joy-Cons are mostly 
fine but aren’t particularly well suited to bigger hands. In 
multiplayer games you turn the Joy-Con on its side, and 
because of its small size you may find yourself bending 
and hooking your fingers to get to all the buttons. You’ll 
need to take breaks to avoid finger cramp. 

In terms of its games library so far, the Switch is defi¬ 
nitely a case of quality over quantity. There isn’t a huge 
amount of choice yet, but some of the games that have 
been released are fantastic. 

Adventure game Legend of Zelda: Breath of the Wild is 
awesome, while MarioKart remains huge fun in its latest 


edition and Splatoon 2 is a quirky chaotic shooter of sorts 
that uses ink instead of bullets. Super Mario Odyssey is 
out in time for Christmas for fans of the platforming plumb¬ 
er. Beyond these, there are a few other standout titles but 
not a massive array. Let’s hope a lot more come out as the 
Switch enters its second year. 

While the selection is limited and the current games 
don’t come cheap, nearly £50 in most cases, the most 
wonderful thing about the Switch is being able to play re¬ 
ally premium games like Zelda and Mario on a handheld 
device wherever you are. There’s been the DS from Nin¬ 
tendo before and the PS Vita from Sony (anyone remem¬ 
ber that?), but no other portable device has offered the 
experience of having a fully-fledged console in your hands 
to the same level as this. 


Not everything is perfect with the Switch in addition to 
the couple of quibbles I’ve already mentioned. 

Its kickstand is not sturdy at all and the game cartridges 
are tiny and feel quite fragile - these things might not be 
particularly safe in the clumsy hands of small children. 

No Bluetooth, meaning you can’t use wireless head¬ 
phones with the Switch, is an annoyance when it comes to 
playing games remotely. 

And the cost is a concern. The initial outlay of £279 isn’t 
terrible, but there are extra expenses that potentially follow 
which parents in particular will feel acutely. You’ll need a 
portable charger if you want extra battery juice while you’re 
away from the dock, and you’ll want a memory card if you 
want to download games as the Switch’s internal storage 
is only 32GB.

Conveyancing is the term applied to the legal and 
administrative work associated with transferring 
ownership of land or buildings from one owner to 
another.

Subaru Impreza 

New from the ground up, Subaru’s fifth generation Impreza 
hatch smartens up its act but sticks with the brand’s unique 



BACKGROUND: As you can see, 
this isn’t an SUV. It’s not even one of 
those trendy Crossover models you 
see so often these days, cars that 
seem to promise 4WD capability 
but usually don’t deliver it. No, this is 
instead a means of affordable family 
transport that delivers everything 
you need - and nothing you don’t. 

Like its predecessors, the fifth 
generation version of Subaru’s 
Impreza is the only sensibly-priced 
C-segment model that delivers its 
power to all four wheels yet, on 
paper at least, there seem to be few 
compromises to make for that kind 
of all-weather capability. It’s not overly 
expensive, it’s tough and durable 
and, provided you’re happy with a 
five-door hatchback bodystyle, it’s 
just as practical as that comparably- 
sized ordinary 2WD Focus, Astra or 
Golf you might have been thinking 
about. True, there’s no diesel engine 
option and the 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrol 
units you do get don’t trouble the 
class front runners in terms of fuel 
consumption or cleanliness. Still, the 
running costs are affordable and you 
get a lot of extra standard features 
that you’d have to pay more money 
for if you went for the kind of cars I 
just mentioned. So, does it all add 
up? That’s what we’re here to find out. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: If for 
you, the idea of a ‘Subaru Impreza’ 
conjures up images of World Rally 
Championships, Sonic Blue paint, 


gold wheels and big spoilers, then 
you’re probably no longer target 
market for this car. What does remain 
here though, are two genuine Impreza 
reliables, namely all-wheel drive and 
the flat-four ‘Boxer’ powerplants 
that I’ll start by telling you about. In 
this case, given that there are no 
diesels this time round, we’re talking 
of a 114PS 1.6-litre petrol unit or a 
156PS 2.0-litre powerplant. As before, 
Subaru’s ‘Lineartronic’ CVT automatic 
transmission is optional. Onto this 
car’s other more important unique 
attribute, its ‘Symmetrical AWD 
system’ a package the brand has 
been perfecting since 1972. No other 
family hatchback in this class offers 
4x4 traction and it’s even a very rare 
feature to find in affordable compact 
Crossover models. Even better, 
this is a ‘proper’ four-wheel drive 
layout - by which I mean a set-up 
that constantly shunts power to each 
wheel, rather than, as with cheaper 
systems, simply reacting when the 
front wheels slip. As for handling, 
well Subaru claims the new chassis 
increases body rigidity by as much 
as 70% in comparison to the previous 
model. The centre of gravity has 


been lowered by 5mm, too, which 
the brand claims will boost handling, 
steering and responsiveness. 
DESIGN: There’s nothing particularly 
exciting about the MK5 model 
Impreza’s silhouette. While it is 
undoubtedly sleeker than before, it’s 
still no head turner. In fact, it looks 


much like a version of the brand’s 
XV crossover that’s been treated 
to a set of lowering springs. That’s 
no surprise, as the MK2 model XV 
donates its new ‘Global Platform’ to 
this car. This fifth generation Impreza 
is slightly larger than its slow-selling 
predecessor and this time round is 


10mm lower, 35mm wider and has a 
25mm longer wheelbase. 

Inside, the cabin’s a big improvement 
on the previous rather plasticky 
offering, pursuing what the brand calls 
a ‘bold and refined’ theme. The cabin 
is wider by 29mm at the front and 
34mm at the rear and has 26mm 


more rear seat leg room. Up-front, it’s 
immediately obvious that the quality of 
soft touch plastics and finishes have 
been improved across the interior, 
without losing the functionality and 
hard-wearing features that Subaru 
customers like. A much cleaner 
dashboard layout features a pair of 
screens in the middle of the console, 
the bigger eight inch one displaying 
the navigation and infotainment 
controls and featuring Subaru’s 
‘STARLINK’ multimedia system. A 
multi-function display sits on top of the 
dashboard, too. Maximum luggage 
capacity has also increased by 10 
litres by having a 100mm wider boot 
opening and the depth of the boot is 
also longer by 41 mm. 

MARKET: Expect pricing pitched 
towards the mid to upper end of 
the Focusdass family hatchback 
sector. That means you’ll be looking 
at list figures pitched in the £20,000 
to £25,000 bracket for the single 
five-door hatch bodyshape on offer. 
Make sure you factor in the fact that 
the asking figures include standard 
four wheel drive before comparing to 
obvious segment rivals. Standard is 
an eight-inch touchscreen ‘Starlink’ 
infotainment system with Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto connections 
and a DAB radio. It also features 
connected car capabilities including 
emergency assistance, remote car 
functions and servicing updates, 
similar to Vauxhall’s OnStar service.

But new signing Mohammed- 
Idris Oshilaja headed the Rob¬ 
ins level 20 minutes later before 
top scorer Raheem Sterling- 
Parker cheekily back-heeled 
the winner with four minutes 
remaining. 

“Mo is a young lad but he has 
done well since being chucked in 
against Greenwich last week,” 
said Cheadle. 

“He’s quick, good in the air 
and has slotted into our style 
of play nicely, plus there’s oth¬ 
ers (Kalvin Morath-Gibbs and 
Paris Hamilton-Downes) to come 
back and further strengthen our 
defensive options.” 

And Cheadle, one of the elder 
statesmen at Colston Avenue 
aged just 27, says he is enjoying 
his time in Robins red despite 
being in and out the team 
recently. 

“I played around 60 games for 
Walton Casuals last season and 
perhaps I was feeling the strain 
of that a little at the start of this 
one,” he explained. 

“But I’ve been feeling good 
recently and I’m enjoying my 
time at Carshalton. 

“It is a squad game but I’m 
happy with my contribution 
so far and I’m looking forward 
to us keeping up this positive 
form.”
